At the Japanese legation it was 


said that the negotiations over the 
terms of surrender might entail 
considerable communication with 
Tokio and possibly prolong the ne- 
gotiations until Tuesday or even 
Wednesday, but there was little 


i disposition to doubt that an agree- 


ment would be reached. Minis- 
ter Hayashi expressed relief-at-the 
'fact that the sacrifice of life of the 
present garrison and the besiegers 


i was about to be ended. The fall 


of the fortress, the minister added, 
would mark the close of an im- 
portant phase of the war and re- 
lease a large number of troops 
.-which would be available for the 
reinforcement of Field Marshal 
Oyama, but Baron Hayashi was 
not in a position to say that the 
surrender would have any definite, 
immediate influence in the direc- 
tion'of terminating the war.

FLOOD TIDE 


WATERS RISE ABOUT RICHMOND 


UNDER STRESS OF 


WEATHER. 


RICHMOND, January t —A very bea 
south wind was blowing here all 
but did no particular damage, but 
a very high tide

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Tearing the Bible to Pieces. 


Rev. Lyrnan 
Abbott, who occupies the 
pulpit in Plymouth 


Church, Brooklyn, made famous by Henry Ward Beecher, has a fash- 
ion of amending his creed at mteravls and of expurgating the Bible 
to meet the exigencies of his changing beliefs. While no one has 
a right to dispute the privilege he enjoys of believing what he chooses, 
his right to declare some parts of the" Bible inspired and other parts 
mere historical or traditional narrative will not be so readily con- 
ceded. There are still those who reverence the Bible as a whole as an 
inspired book. Such will refuse to allow any person to say of one 
chapter, "This is revelation," and of another, "This is fable, legend or 
historical narrative." 


Dr. Abbott's latest deliverance is a practical abjuration of re-vealed 


religion and a rejection of the Scriptures as inspired of God. Appar- 
ently he is halting between pantheism and nature worship. He as- 
cribes the Ten Commandments to an entirely human origin, saving' 


"The Ten Commandments did not spring spontaneously from 


Moses, but were, like all laws, a gradual growth; and that man is a 
creature of evolution, not a creation. 


"I believe m a God who is in and through and of everything—not 


an absentee God, \\ horn we have to reach through a Bible or priest or 
some other outside aid, but a God who is closer to us than hands or 
feet. 


"There is only one energv. That energy has always been working. 


It is an intelligent energy. No scientist can deny it. 


"My God is a great and ever-present force, which is manifest in 


all the activities of man and all the workings of nature ." 


The New York Sun points out that this expresses precisely the 


sentiments for which Tom Paine was execrated by the Christian world, 
and the Sacrau.ento Bee, whose editor is widely familiar with spiritual 
matters, says, "Dr. Lyman Abbott preaches Tom Paine while still 
holding forth as a minister of the God he has rejected, of the Christ 
he declines to know." 


Now comes the Fresno Republican, the editor of which is a 


Christian of the old red sandstone period, with the following defense of 
Dr. Abbott: 


"The New York Sun brings the deadly parallel to bear on Rev. 


Lyman Abbott, by quoting his identical- arguments from Tom Paine. 
The parallel is exact, and yet false. There is all the difference that 
separates the eighteenth from the twentieth centuries in these two ap- 
parently identical formulations of the same doctrine. Paine, in the 
eighteenth century^ attacked certain orthodox doctrines in the name 
of infidelity. Abbott, in the twentieth century, makes the same attack, 
on the same doctrines, but makes it in the name of religion." 


We do not see that it^betters matters for the Bible to be knocked 


to pieces in the name of religion. An infidel does no worse. If every 
man is at liberty to pull the Scriptures apart and accept that as true 
which pleases him and reject that as false which displeases him, there 
is an end to dogma, to faith, to creeds and ail formulas of worship. The 
Christian world has borne leniently with those inquiring Christians of 
the .modern critical school who have stuck their tongues out at Jonah's 
whale and Joshua's horn, but declaring that the Ten Commandments 
were not given to Moses by inspiration or even framed by that law- 
giver is another matter entirely. A Presbyterian minister recently de- 
clared his disbelief in the Immaculate Conception, but has been al- 
lowed to hold his pulpit on condition that he does, not preach his belief 
on that point. It is needless to say that this preacher and Dr. Abbott 
are in accord in respect to reducing the Testaments, to a literary 
scrap-heap from which any sort of crazy quilt religion may be patched

The Siege of Port Arthur 


One of the most memorable sieges in the annals of military history 


is about to end with the fall of Port Arthur. The devoted garrison 
has been reduced to the last extremity and is incapable of making 
successful resistance to the ceaseless assaults of the Japanese. A more 
stubborn and heroic defense was never made, and it is to the eternal 
shame of the St. Petersburg War Office that it has been made in vain 
or without effort at relief. The false hopes of relief continually tele- 
graphed Stoessel ostensibly from the Czar were so many delusions 
held out to induce the garrison to make still greater sacrifices in de- 
fense of the fortress. The attack has been no less heroic than the 
defense. 
General Nogi has conducted the siege with such skill and 


persistence as to excite the admiration of the world. His troops have 
fought with a gallantry and resolution never surpassed in the history 
of modern warfare. They have exhibited a fortitude and a capacity 
for endurance that wene not expected in the Japanese. Neither side 
'at Port Arthur can claim superiority in obstinacy and valor. 


Warden Yell deserves all praise for restoring discipline at Fol- 


som Prison, both among subordinates and guards, but his imperative 
order to shoot when convicts are trying to escape regardless of the 
peril of officers and guards held captive is not a new departure. It was 
the rule at Folsom Prison long before he ever saw it, being an instruc- 
tion that Charles Aull, for many years warden of Folsom impressed on 
every officer, guard and emplcne 
It was a rule that was obeyed im- 


plicitly, too, as was shown in the attempted break of 1893 when three 
desperate prisoners \vere killed and seven others wounded. The con- 
victs captured Lieutenant of the Guard Frank Briare and used him as 
a shield, but the guards fired nevertheless. Only their coolness and 
accurate aim saved Braire from being shot to death. In giving credit 
to 'duty well performed in the present, let it not be forgotten that 
duty was as well performed in the past.

WHY HALL 


LOST HIS 


POSITION 


He Did Not Work in 


Harmony With 


Heney. 


PORTLAND, Or., January 2.—The be- 


ginning of ttyfe trouble which culminated 
In the removal of John H. Hall from the 
office of United States District Attorney 
for Oregon by President Roosevelt is sai'd 
to date back prior to the indictments re- 
turned, against S. A. D. Pmer and Mrs. 
Emma Watson, but did not become acute 
until after the recent trial of the land 
frauds case. 


During the trial Hall took a leading 
part-in the conduct of the Government's 
case. He examined the jurors, mcide the 
opening statement m the case, examined 
some of the first witnesses 
and 
ap- 
parently had control of the case for the 
first three days- At the end of the trial 
he made the opening argument for the 
Government, and divided honors equally 
with Heney in the credit due for the con- 
viction. 


Since that time Hall seemed to drop 
out of all connection with the investiga- 
tion being made by the Government. 'He 
knew, it is said, nothing of the reason 
for the postponement of the second case; 
did not know that Senator Mitchell had 
been subpoenaed as a witness until the 
telegrams were printed in the newspapers, 
and seemed to have lost his connection 
with the case entiretly. 
On top of this 
came the announcement that Heney had 
been appointed a deputy in Hall's office 
in order to enable him to conduct the in- 
vestigation before the Grand Jury, and 
the estrangement which had been-notice- 
able became complete. 
It is said that George Sorenson was one 


of the first causes whi'ch led to the re- 
quest of Heney that Hall be removed. 
Sorenson was wanted badly as a witness 
by the Government in the Puter-"Wntson 
trial. He had, however, left for the East, 
and could not be located. Heney asked 
tliat he be found, as his evidence was 
material to the completion of the Govern- 
ment's case. 
No one seemed to know anything of his 
whereabouts until about the close of the 
case, when it is asserted that Hall said 
he thought that Sorenson 
was .at 
La 
Crosse, Wis., and It. afterward developed, 
it is alleged, that he had been 1'n com- 
munication with him there. It was then 
that the breach began-, to widen between 
Heney and the District Attorney.- 
It is said that S'. B.. Ormsby, a Gov- 
ernment agent, should have been indicted 
by the Grand Jury at the session of 
March last. 
It Is afar .stated that Ormsby was to 
have rr>ade a confession last spring and 
that he failed Lo do so is laid at the Dis- 
trict Attorney's door. 
Clark Lewis wns acquainted "with the 
evidence, it Is claimed, which led to the 
May indictment, last spn'ng, but his name 
was not Included In the list of witnesses 
to be called before the Grand Jury by 
the Government.
